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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) The invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Weber 
(US 4,275.682). 

Weber discloses (see Fig 1) fluid processing cell configured to control the 
temperature of a substrate during processing, comprising: a substrate support assembly 
(housing 17) positioned in a processing volume; a disk shaped member (32) positioned 
in the processing volume in parallel orientation with a substrate supported on the 
substrate support assembly (parallel to portion 20 of the housing); a fluid outlet (36.1 
and 37.1) positioned in a central location of the disk shaped member (see column 3, 
lines 58-59); and a plurality of turbolators (protrusions 35) extending upward from an 
upper surface of the disk shaped member, the turbolators capable of generating a 
uniform turbulent flow of fluid traveling from the fluid outlet to a perimeter of the 
substrate. 

With respect to claim 2, in Weber (see Fig 4) the turbolators comprise arc shaped 
embers positioned radially around the fluid outlet. 

As to claim 3. in Weber (see Fig 3) the turbolators are positioned in concentric 
annular rings around the fluid outlet. 
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As claim 4, in Weber (see Fig 3) the turbolators in an inner ring define a fluid 
passage therebetween, the fluid passage being in alignment with a turbolator in an 
outer ring. 

Regarding claim 5, Weber discloses a plurality of fluid dispensing holes 
(apertures 34) positioned adjacent the plurality of turbolators. 

As to claims 6 and 8, in Weber the turbolators are capable meeting the claimed 
distance depending the size of the apparatus. 

As to claim 7, in Weber the arc shaped members comprise between about 4 and 
about 6 arc shaped mem'bers per annular ring (see Figs 3-4). 

With respect to claim 9, in Weber the fluid outlet is capable of in communicating 
with a source of heated fluid, because it is known to supply heated fluid to the material 
coated by Weber's device as evidenced by Mau (US 2,953,359; see column 3, lines 3- 
5). 

Allowance 

3. Claims 10-16 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: in Wen the 
turbulators (grooves) are not extending upward from the disc or fluid distribution 
member (plate 20). In Weber the fluid delivery aperture are not configured to dispense 
fluid onto a backside of the substrate in addition to another fluid dispensing member 
configured to dispense a processing solution onto a front side of the substrate. Prior art 
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of record does not disclose or suggest a fluid processing cell configured to control 
temperature of a substrate during processing comprising, among others, a substrate 
support assembly, a fluid distribution member positioned In parallel. relationship with a 
substrate support assembly and a plurality of turbolators extending upward from an 
upper surface of the disk or fluid distribution member in combination with a fluid delivery 
aperture formed into a central portion of the fluid distribution member.
